The decision of the English government 


to withdraw the garrison 
of imperial 


troops stationed for so many years on the 
lonely nnd threatening rock of St. Helena 
awakens a thousand recollections. Many 
a heart sank at the aspect of the abrupt, 
almost perpendicular sides of this huge 
mass, when, early in the century, n British 
man-of-war approached the island, bearing 
on board theiinhappy Napoleon Bonaparte. 
Seventy days of almost unendurable life 
on the Northumberland, ended by one 
night, passed under military guard, in a 
hostelry in St. Helena. The hateful prison 
of Longwood Ireing as yet unprepared for 
its guest, the authorities selected the house 
of Mr. Balootnbe, a merchant, as a tem- 
porary resting place for the unfortunate 
prisoner of war, aud he went thither the 
next day.

They came, as Strabo tells us 
from the mouths of the Loire and th< 
Garonne, the Seine and the Rhine. 


Some were war ships;, moved usually by 


oars, and distinguished by their shari 
beaks of iron, and their crews armed witl 
spears and shields; some were huge mer 
chant vessels, propelled by oars and sail 
laden with rich cargoes of eastern manu 
factures, with the wines of Italy and the 
artistic wares of Greece. Some sailing down 
the river from the docks of London wouk 
carry the tin, lead, furs and the corn ant 
cattle of the west to the ports of Gaul anc 
Spain.

many, and the immense stores hedrew from 
it when famine prevailed on the continenl 
show the general cultivation and prosperity 
of the island. His GOO corn ships were 
hastily built in the forest of Ardennes, 
aud possibly landed only on the southern 
shore. If we allow them a burden of 100 
tons each, they would equal the capacity 
of at least six Umbrias or Etrurias, and 
the very names of our modern argosies re- 
call the Italian teachers of ourancestors.—

Wheat in America. 


Prior to the discovery of this continen 


by Columbus there was no cereal in Amer 
ca, either north or south, which ap 
preached in nature to the wheat plant. ; 
was not until 1530 that it found its wa 
into Mexico. It may be difficult to realiz 
the fact that wheat was at one time whoil 
unknown in such an immense country an 
one so favorable to its production, bu 
such was the case. It was iu 1530 that 
poor slave belonging to Cortez found a few 
grains of wheat in a parcel of rice; h 
that wheat would thrive welfou" Mexicat 
soil, and today one of the finest wheat val 
leys in the world is near the Mexican capi 
till. 


From Mexico the cereal found its way to 


Peru. Marie D'Escobar, wife of Don Diego 
de Chauves, carried a few grains to Lima 
the entire product for several successive 
j'ears being used for seed. At Quito, Ecua 
dor, a monk of the order of St Francis 
named Fra Jpdoai Bixi, introduced the 
new bread grain, and it is said that the jar 
in which the pious man kept the original 
seed is still preserved at Quito. 
Wheat 


was introduced in to the present limits of 
the United States contemporaneously with 
the settlement of the country by the En- 
glish and other Europeans.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

ON BOARD A MAN-OF-WAR. 


Admiral FHrragitt's Experience Under 


Commodore Porter—The Powder lloy'g 
Butles—Some Examples of .shnru Work 
by'Roy Crews—Olio Hoy's Klltliuslttem. 


The word monkey is a diminutive often 


attached by sailors to another word to de- 
note a smaller object of the same kind. 
Thus we have monkey jacket, a short pea 
jacket; monkey yard, a small yard with 
the sail bent, crossed on one of the masts a 
few feet above the deck, for the exercise 
and instruction of boys; monkey reef, a 
shortoxtra reef formerly put in topsails 
and shaken.out iu a free wind. A monkey 
tail -was a short iron bar used in training a 
carronado, and so on. 


•So the smallest and youngest member of 
:B gun's crew was assigned to the duty of 
bringing the charges of powder from the 
magazine to the gun, and was sometimes 
called a powder monkey, but more gener- 
ally a powder boy. 


It is, intcM-esting to know that Admiral 


Farragut was once an amateur powder 
boy. 
When a little less than thirteen 


years of age he served under Commodore 
Porter, on hoard the United States frigate 
Essex, in her memorable fight with the En- 
glish frigate Phoebe aud the sloop-of-wai 
Cherub', off Valparaiso, iu 1814. 


_ He tells his own story with characteris- 
tic simplicity. "During the action," he 
says, "I was- like Paddy in the cathurpings,

was required of me."

RAPID WORK FOB BOYS. 


The pieces t.o be handled were the Dahl-

The time of the first 
lire being recorded, the gun was loaded and 
Bred three more times, and the time called 
at the fourth fire, the interval being one 
minute and forty-eight seconds. 


The first shot struck and completely de- 


nolished the target, distant from 800 to 
1,000 yards. 
The remaining three shots 


vere fired without much regard to accu- 
'acy.

The Ancients Knew the U»e of Tin. 
It is impossible to flx the date at which 


.he export trade in tin was commenced 
rom the British islands, but it is certain 
•hat it existed and was controlled by the 
r'hoeniiT-juiswhen Herodotus wrote his his- 
tory, 450 B. C. Herodotus refers to the 
Cassiterides (the Scilly islands) as the 
ilaces whence they were then obtaining 
,heir supplies, but neither he nor any other 
historian boa left us any information as to 
when that trade commenced. The Phoeni- 
ians called this laud of tin "Baratanac " 
ud Bochurt and other historians attribute 
he very origin of the name of Britain to 
bis work. 
After the Phoenicians the trade in tin 


with the Cassiterides was taken up by the 
Creeks sailing out of Marseilles, the city 
f Massila, which was built by a colony of 
.reeks 600 B. C. The Phtjeuiciann prob- 
bly sailed straight across from their col- 
ny of Cades, or Cadiz, and returned direct 
o that port with thfir valuable cargoes, 
lie Greeks, however, appear to have been 


accustomed to coast up the English chan- 
nel, and crossing over from Keut to France, 
tlm tin was conveyed overland on horse- 
back in thirty days to the mouth of the 
liiver Klioue.—Boston Herald.
